Sierra Madre’s blighted downtown area, still a 
boarded up husk of unsightly land a year after the 
disastrous Dec. 6, 1989 fire destroyed three buildings, 
seemed to move another step toward rehabilitation 
last week. 

The council voted to spend $4850 to have Econ¬ 
omic Research Associates (ERA) study the existing 
site plan and recommend the level of Community 
Redevelopment Agency (CRA) city participation in 
the project at the Nov. 13 City Council meeting. 

The report will be delivered at the Dec. 11 coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Both Couneilmen Clem Bartolai and Roy Bu¬ 
chan expressed feelings that the insurance com¬ 
panies and owners had caused more delay than the 
City Council, although it was learned that final 
plans had been submitted in August for plan check, 
a procedure normally taking a matter of weeks, and 
still have not come out, after more than three 
months. 

Bartolai and Councilwoman MaryAnn Mac- 
Gillivray both questioned CRA participation in the 
expenditure for the ERA study since the property 
is privately owned, despite the fact that the CRA al¬ 
ready has invested some $36,000 in architect and 
other fees. 

Councilman Gary Adams stated that the city 
had alreadv spent 90 cents of the dollar and he 


felt that we should spend the other necessary 
10 cents. 

City Administrator James McRea stated that it 
was required because the CRA and city had indicated 
they would give support to the project, and the 
council passed the motion to approve the expen¬ 
diture for the study. 

McRea noted that there were still questions 
about required parking spaces. The CRA can waive 
such requirements when participating in a project. 

Helen Elliott, one of the three property 
owners, noted that the CRA could allot the re¬ 
quired spaces from the Mariposa Parking Lot, 
which will have access to the new buildings through 
a walkway and patio between two of the struc¬ 
tures. 

“The city has just spent a half a million 
dollars on that lot and it probably provides three 
times as many spaces as are actually needed,” she 
said. 

She expressed frustration over the various 
delays but voiced sympathy for the city because, 
"This is the first downtown CRA project and our 
situation is unique — a burned-out area with three 
differed owners. Things are bound to be difficult, 
but I think we’re getting close. The Dec. 11 meet¬ 
ing will provide a lot of the answers,” she said.

A new hillside ordinance, which contains radi¬ 
cal differences from its two controversial pre¬ 
decessors, has been approved by the Planning Com¬ 
mission and should be ready tor City t ouncil con¬ 
sideration in about two months' time.

Planning Commission, and No. 1062, proposed by 
the council, contained rigid zone demarcation lines, 
the new “Hillsides Management” ordinance speci¬ 
fies building density by natural topography, with 
tew, il any. houses permitted on extremely steep 
slopes, graduating up to 2.90 houses per acre on rel¬ 
atively gentle inclines. 

Both property owners and preservationists 
appear, for the most part, to be happy with the 
results. 


“The two previous ordinances would have re¬ 
quired a fiatland grid pattern. Our hillside terrain 
couldn’t support that kind of development. Our 
goal was to minimize grading and the impact on 
aesthetics and safety,” said environmental attorney 
Steven Broiles, a member of the Hillside Task Force 
which developed the new proposal. 

The Task Force was comprised of both repre¬ 
sentatives of property owners and preservationists 
representing the Hillside Coalition, as well as a rep¬ 


resentative of the Planning Commission and the City 
Council. 

In addition to topography, the proposed new 
ordinance lists various “natural features and hazards 
to be taken into consideration: areas of natural vege¬ 
tation, blue-line, minor and intermittant streams; 
earthquake faults, wildlife habitats, major ridge lines 
and hillside viewscape from the city below. 

A number of man-made features and hazards

Sierra Madre has proved itself to be right in line 
and, m several cases, ahead of the crowd in adopt¬ 
ing ordinances restricting property rights in the name 
of preservation, raising special fees and 
taxes for city services and limiting terms of office. 

During the past year, 15 separate ordinances 
were adopted, 11 of which were directed at private 
properties, with nine of them placing added restric¬ 
tions and regulations on both structures and property. 

Three additional ordinances aimed at property 
owners failed to pass, but two are still waiting on the 
sidelines with various concerned citizens pressing 
for resurrection. 

A Tree Preservation Ordinance governing care, 
removal and protection of trees on both private and 
public property was tabled after residents raised a 
storm of protests, but is now being studied again 
by members of the Sierra Madre Environmental 
Action Council (SMEAC) with an eye toward coming 
up with regulations more palatable to property 
owners. 

A Neighborhood Compatability Ordinance, dear 
to the hearts of Homeowners/Residents, also waits 
in the wings for resurrection. 

Coming on the heals of ordinances limiting 
building heights, increasing setbacks and requiring 
Conditional Use Permits for front yard pools, 
three ordinances adopted in the last 12 months have 
decreased the zoning density and placed His¬ 
torical Overlays, requiring review by the Cultural 
Heritage Commission, as well as Planning 
Commission, on a number ol South Baldwin pro¬ 
perties and seven other relatively large holdings in 
the city. 

Another ordinance was enacted to decrease 
allowable lot coverage by new houses and accessory 
buildings to 40 percent for one story and 30 
percent for two story structures, an attempt to pre¬ 
clude the proliferation of so-called “monster 
houses.” 


Still another mandated corner clearance lor 
corner lots deemed to be safety hazards, limiting 
walls, hedges, fences, etc. to no more than 42 in¬ 
ches in height and down to street level if necessary, 
another Homeowners/Residents Association con¬ 
cern. 

Without doubt the most convoluted and contro¬ 
versial ordinances addressed preservation of 
Sierra Madre’s undeveloped hillsides. No less than 
five of the 15 ordinances and another adopted on 
first reading, but later dropped, addressed this ques¬ 
tion with proponents of restrictive zoning led by the 
Hillside Coalition and opposition presented by 
property owners in the form ot both threatened 
and actual filing of litigation. 

First, an ordinance which designated five, 
10, 20 and 40 acre sites, according to vertical zones 
and elevation, was proposed by the Planning Com¬ 
mission: Ordinance No. 1054. 

Then a second ordinance. No. 1062, splitting 
the more than 400 privately owned acres into hori- 
zonal zones based on quarter section boundaries, 
came out of the City Council. 

Both preservationists and property owners ob¬ 
jected to No. 1062, and one owner’s attorney creat¬ 
ed near-chaos by stating that a moratorium placed 
on the hillsides had expired, allowing his client to 
proceed with a 10-lot subdivision. City Attorney 
Charles Martin agreed on the expiration, and frantic 
maneuvering by the council saw Ordinance No. 1054 
further along the line — adopted instead of No. 
1062 which had been through first reading. 

Two property owners filed suit. The council 
adopted another moratorium and appointed a Hill¬ 
side Task Force, comprised of property owners. Hill¬ 
side Coalition members and experts in the field, 
to come up with yet another ordinance. 

That ordinance is still in the review process and 
the lawsuits are being held in abeyance awaiting 
the new developments. 


Another regulatory ordinance addressed 
Unreinforced Masonry buildings, specifying rehabili¬ 
tation measures to be taken within a three-year per¬ 
iod for state-mandated earthquake protection. Some 
61 buildings in downtown Sierra Madre were affected 
by the requirements of the mandate. 

Leading the pack, the Sierra Madre City Council 
adopted increases ranging from $2 to $250 for var¬ 
ious city services, increased water rates 13 percent 
with 35 percent scheduled for a three-year total in¬ 
crease — and sewer fees over 1000 percent, with a 
2000 percent increase slated over a three-year per¬ 
iod. 

Just prior to the November election numerous 
cities called emergency meetings in anticipation of 
possible passage of a measure which would have re¬ 
quired a vote on increases in special taxes. The 
measure failed, but even if it had passed. Sierra 
Madre was there first. 

An ordinance creating a special tax to under¬ 
write paramedic service, replacing the current 
Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) service, was 
placed on the April ballot and failed to pass. 

Also on the November ballot was a measure 
limiting the terms of State Assemblyman, Senators 
and elected officials to two terms. It passed. 

Again, Sierra Madre was there first, with an 
ordinance limiting the terms of council-appointed 
commissioners, committee and board members 
to two terms. The ordinance was silent on limit¬ 
ing the terms of elected city officials, although an 
“advisory only” proposition on the April city bal¬ 
lot, limiting council members to two consecutive 
terms, passed handily. 

Some citizens look on all these changes as 
necessary progress, while others see them as inter¬ 
ference with basic property rights and imposition on 
excessive fees and restrictions. The prospect of more 
of the same in the coming 12 months serves to keep 
both sides alert to city business. _ J .M.

Senator 
Russell said many local government 
leaders are recognizing “Family Week” 
with proclamations of their own. “Fa¬ 
mily Week” first became a tradition 
with the President and Congress in the 
1970s and is celebrated each year during 
the week in which Thanksgiving Day 
falls.

main street

Last week's joint meeting between the 
City Council, Chamber and Main Street boards 
was productive. But, before too many days go 
by, I need to clarify a misstatement I made 
that turned up in the newspaper article about 
the meeting. 

In response to a question about the 
amount of money Main Street is spending, I 
replied, “between $40,(X)0 and $50,<XX)." That 
is incorrect. During our 1988 liscal year, total 
expenditures were $31,233.94; in liscal year 
1989 ihe figure was $36,906.45. The figures 
I gave referred to the Annual Expenditure 
Budget adopted by the board. In 1988 that 
figure was $46,<XX) and in 1989 it was $55,435. 
Our current budget calls for expenditures of 
$66,025. 

As currently constructed, the proposed 
business improvement district assessment tor- 
mula would generate about $37,(XX) annually. 
The remainder of the funds needed would have 
to come from event participation fees, general 
fund-raising, grants and other sources. 

Our business community has at least two 
tough questions to wrestle with during the busi¬ 


ness improvement district assessment debate; 
“How much does it cost and how is it to be 
spent?” The first question is best answered after 
the priorities have been established. 

One of staff’s roles is to make proposals 
and recommendations. It is a board of direc¬ 
tor and membership responsibility to decide 
which programs to implement. Arriving at a 
consensus about programs and priorities in a 
volunteer organization is difficult, at best. Emo¬ 
tions, personal opinions, lack of understanding 
and apathy combine to confuse the decision¬ 
making process. 

The business improvement district funding 
mechanism is not perfect. But, in my opinion, 
it is a more equitable approach to managing 
the downtown revitalization process. Once the 
adoption process is initiated, the questions of 
"how uiiiv.li and how is it to be spent” 
are put before the people who have to pay the 
tab. They either approve or reject it based on 
a simple majority. In a totally volunteer or¬ 
ganization, such as a chamber or Main Street, 
a few vocal supporters or objectors can dictate 
program involvement. Since those few do not 
usually provoke the bulk of funding, there is a 
constant struggle to generate sufficient organi¬ 
zation financial support. 

Once the business improvement district is 
established, money is available to fund the 
annual program. Each year there must be (by 
law) a public review of the program and expen¬ 
ditures. As long as the program is moving in 
the direction supported by a simple majority, 
everyone in the district must underwrite their 
'in. 1 1 . it when, the program strays from 

the objectives viewed as valuable to district 
members, they have the legal ability to dis¬ 
establish the assessment and terminate their 
financial support.

space in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia.

In addition to 
presentations on the 
geology of Venus and 
other planetary bodies,

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It was a cold and shell-shocked morning. 

1 got up to answer the telephone and the first 
words out of my mouth were: “I don’t deserve 
this.” 

“No you don’t,” agreed my friend on the 
other end of the line. 

Since then 1 have been on an ardous quest 
for the holy grail ... of forgiveness. 

“Let’s get down to the heart of the 
matter,” wails a top-10 rocker, over drumbeats 
and electric guitars. “Forgiveness. Forgiveness.’’ 

And in the genre of soul-searching and 
enriching books, “Forgive & Forget,” subitled, 
“Healing the Hurts We Don’t Deserve,” Lewis 
Smedes, writer and professor of theology and 
ethics, explores the grace, mystery and human 
possibility of forgiveness with sensitivity, pro¬ 
fundity, and power. 

“The onlv way to heal the pain that does 
life’s injustices, he suggests: 

“The only way to heal the pain that 
not heal itself is to forgive the person 
who hurt you. Forgiving stops the re¬ 
turns of pain. Forgiving heals your 
memory as you change your memory’s 
vision. 

“When you release the wrong-doer 
from the wrong, you cut a malignant 

.. •.Y 
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tumor out of your life. 

“You set a prisoner free, but you 

discover that the real prisoner was 

yourself.” 

Smedes challenges the reader to con¬ 
sider whether it is better to suffer the slings 
and arrows of outrageous bitterness and re¬ 
venge, seeking, or, perhaps, it is nobler to let 
go and give healing an opportunity to forge a 
new place of hope and peace. 

He never diminishes or simplifies the 
problem of life’s griefs, cruelties, evils, but in 
the sophisticated study of these dimensions 
lies the strength of his book. I' has both the 
scope of a theological thesis and the down to 
earth drama of common, albeit, tragic real life 
stories. 

He cautions the reader, “Don’t expect 
gimmicks or techniques, look for signals and 
hints. Remember nobody said it was going to 
be easy.” 

Or you could repeat the cliche, “Nobody 
ever promised you a rose garden." Neverthe¬ 
less, much of the time our life is like a rose 
garden, and the lesson to learn is how not to 
allow the thorns to diminish the beauty of 
the roses.

Boling suffers double burn loss 


Lightening struck twice for Michael Boling. On 
Dec. 6, 1989, his business, Tequila Sunrise, was 
wiped out by the big Sierra Madre fire. 

Last Tuesday, his home on Orange in the can¬ 
yon burned to the ground in an evening fire caused 
by an electrical problem in one of the bedrooms, 
according to Roger Lowe, assistant fire chief of 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department. 

Lowe said the loss of the 1800-sq. ft. struc¬ 
ture is $110,000 with an estimated loss of $60,000 
to the interior. Boling has insurance to cover the 
loss, he said. 

There have been several suggestions for a 
fund-raiser to assist Boling; however, Boling told 
The News, “1 appreciate the rally of support but 
I am doing fine. 1 had insurance to cover this loss. 
What you folks can do for me is to support my 
business, Tequila Sunrise, which has been relocated 
to Renaissance Plaza. We will be in Suite M within a 
week and would really appreciate everyone purchasing 
Christmas gifts there.

Assistant Chief Lowe said the department re¬ 
ceived the call at 8:02 p.m. Firefighter Paul Hagen 
was the first to arrive two minutes later. The fire 
was knocked down and under control by 8:25 p.m. 
last Tuesday. 

Three engines, a salvage unit and the rescue 
and command car were used to fight the fire. 

“At one time the structure to the north of Mike’s 
home was on fire but we were able to keep the fire 
loss to a minimum, perhaps about $1000,” Lowe 
reported. 

He said there were no injuries but that the fire¬ 
fighters had a real danger because of the swim¬ 
ming pool that was so close to the house. Their 
first concern was that one of the firefighters would 
fall into the empty swimming pool. 

"The second concern was that we heard am¬ 
munition going off inside the building.” No one was 
home, luckily, Lowe said. 

They also saved the family dog that was founc^ 
cowering in one of the corners of the home.

And our Biblical 
text this week tells us 
that in the last times, 
people will be com¬ 
mitted to demon wor¬ 
ship.

Athol Fugard has 
achieved his world-wide 
reputation with his plays 
about South Africa, plays 
which are largely infor¬ 
mative rather than 
didactic. Those of us 
who are appalled by the 
philosophy of apartheid 
but have no real exper¬ 
ience or study to back 
up our gut reaction, 
usually forget what com¬ 
plications and controver¬ 
sies it causes among 
the people who know 
the most about it, black 
South Africans them¬ 
selves. 

A white South African 
acquaintance once over¬ 
simplified the problem 
saying, “You Ameri¬ 
cans haven’t solved your 
integration problems yet, 
and you are dealing with 
civilized people. We are 
dealing with the stone 
age.” 


The black teacher who 
is the principal char¬ 
acter of Fugard’s play 
now appearing at the 
Henry Fonda Theater 
on Hollywood Blvd. 
would see his point. 
In “My Children, My 
Africa,” the teacher 
sees education and 
“civilization” as the 
hope of the Africa he is 
fiercely proud of. 
He has stretched the 
rules of an admittedly 
minimum government 
curriculum to stimulate 
and inspire what he hopes 
are the leaders ot 
tomorrow. He has found 
such a boy, intelligent 
and creative, and in 
order to introduce him to 
his competition, sets up a 
debate with a local 
white school. In 1984 
this has taken some 
doing.

girl who is their star 
gains a whole new view 
of her black community, 
previously confined to 
the servants, laborers 
and errand runners she 
has known. She is delight¬ 
ed to discover that “real” 
people exist in the 
shanty town that she 
has found so unaesthetic 
and she is truly excited 
by the possibilities of 
cooperation. 

The teacher is gratified 
by her enthusiasm and 
sees it as Africa's 
hope. He plans great 
things for his own 


to strike her equally 
skilled partner as irrele¬ 
vant and artificial, and 
to set him apart from his 
fellows. They no longer 
see him as a leader, 
but as a dupe. 

Thrown together again 
to prepare for an acade¬ 
mic contest as the first 
integrated team, 
the girl finds her part¬ 
ner increasingly silent 
and moody. Naively 
she presses him as to the 
reason, and finds out 
with shock, that the in¬ 
tellectual games she 
plays with such skill and 


excitement are beginning 
student, leaning on the 
African tradition that 
makes the teacher a re¬ 
ceiver of unconditional 
respect and obedience. 

The teacher has 
learned how to sur¬ 
vive and slowly grow in 
a white dominated so¬ 
ciety. His students are 
too impatient for that. 

As in his other plays, 
Fugard tries to show 
us the heart-breaking 
result when progress is so 
slow as to be mistaken 
for inaction and when 
violence becomes an 
easier answer than 
diplomacy. What can 
the individual do? In 
“A Lesson From Aloes,” 
Fugard considers how 
to aloes do it: re¬ 
trench, preserve, passively 
resist while the storm 
rages. 


Brock Peters, who 
was so memorable last 
season with Julie 
Harris in “Drivin’ Miss 
Daisy,” plays the 
idealistic but traditional 
bound teacher. Nancy 
Travis and Sterling Ma- 
cer, Jr. are the students 
caught between youth¬ 
ful enthusiasm and harsh 
reality.

cians have achieved ano¬ 
ther coup with their 
defibrillator — they have 
had their third “save” 
which gives them a dis¬ 
tinction of first in the 
state and perhaps even 
nationally, according to 
Roger Lowe, assistant 
fire chief and director of 
Emergency Medical Ser¬ 
vices for the Sierra Madre 
Fire Department. 

“It’s hard to say why 
we’re so successful. It’s 
obvious that the type of 
people we have on our 
fire department has a 
lot to do with it. It’s 
also how quickly we res¬ 
pond to calls and our 
procedure is being fol¬ 
lowed well and put into 
constant practice. We also 
have a very fast res¬ 
ponse to the hospital,” 
Lowe told The News. 

The saves have been 
on July 16, 1989 (Hal Jor¬ 
dan), June Law on Oct. 6, 
1989, and Mike Lawrence 
on Aug. 27, 1990. 

The local department 
is saving 60 percent.

gets out of the emer¬ 
gency room and into the 
Cardiac Care Unit it is 
called Level 2. 

At level 3 the person 
eventually is released 
and goes home and only 
30 percent of those make 
it. All three of the Sierra 
Madre saves have been 
at Level 3, Hal Jor¬ 
dan, June Law and Mike 
Lawrence. 

After a very successful 
campaign by the com¬ 
munity, the defibrillator 
was purchased by the fire 
department Jan. 1, 1989. 
The first financial goal 
was $15,000 and 
the community broke all 
records and gave 
$27,126.25 toward the 
two defibrillators the 
department was able to 
purchase. 

“We realized we 
needed a defibrillator for 
this area because we telt 
that many people in the 
village had died because 
we were not able to 
defibrillate them. 
At that time we were 
saving one to two a year. 
Even at that, saves were 
just to get them into the 
hospital, not to get them 
into the hospital and have 
them come home once 


fornia provided the 
means with their state 
code in May of 1988,” 
he said. 

“We are actually 
working on it before the 
code passed, knowing 
it was coming. We 
wanted our department 
to have a pilot project 
and it was not easy for 
us because we are a 
volunteer department.

tion, difibrillation 
operation, field applica¬ 
tion and safety precau¬ 
tions, role and responsi¬ 
bility of the EMT-1D. 

All those enrolled 
took both written and 
skills examinations and 
25 firefighters passed 
the program. 

“Every sixth months 
we have a skills examin¬ 
ation to keep our fire¬ 
fighters and EMT-lDs 
current.” 

“Los Angeles has 
saves of 26 percent as 
compared with our 60 
percent. Of those ‘saves’ 
who are discharged from 
the hospital, the average 
in Los Angeles County is 
10 percent compared 
with our 30 percent,”

Sierra Madrean suggets 
‘light in window' support 
of troops in Mid-East 


LOCAL CITIZEN LIGHTS WAY — “How wonder¬ 
ful for the Sierra Madre News to welcome my 
candlelighting proposal. Thank goodness 
Americans are beginning to talk about the 
Middle East situation. We all agree upon the 
evil on one nation's aggiession upon another na 

tion. Do we also accept the view that the U.S. 
is responsible for such acts? Let s talk. Let s 
place that light in our windows on Friday 
nights,” says Eleanor Hensel of Sierra Madre.

Donna B a r a n s k i - 
Walker, a young wo¬ 
man living in the 
small town of London¬ 
derry, NIL, was recently 
featured on the MacNeil/ 
l.ehrcr NewsHour. She 
has started a grassroot 
movement in London¬ 
derry to encourage neigh¬ 
bors to carry on a dia¬ 
logue with each other 
about the threat of war 
in the Middle East. 

Baranski-Walker asked 
neighbors to light a 
single candle for peace 
in a front window of 
their homes on Friday 
nights, the day of rest 
for Muslims. Instead of 
a lighted candle, how¬ 
ever, we suggest a single 
electric light. 

“This simple 
gesture in and of itself 
will not solve prob¬ 
lems,” she said, “but it 
certainly seems to bring 
about a thoughtful 
exchange of ideas — 
mavbe that’s the first 


step.” 

Her candlelight mes¬ 
sage to the Iraquians is 
“Understand that we do 
not want to be your 
enemy. Instead of deadly 
war, can we, as neigh¬ 
bors, build a just and 
honorable peace?” 

Many watching the 
MacNeil/Lehrer re¬ 
port of the “voice 
through candlelight’’ 
movement experienced a 
high — a moment of 
connectedness with 
other Americans and a 
new hope for peace. One 
viewer called it a feeling 
of quiet openness. The 
result has been that 
thousands of people 
across the nation 
have started to light 
candles (01 place electric 
lights) in their windows 
on Friday nights.

O 111 townspeople need 
to be included in the 
voice. 


In our dialogue, we 
need to ask the ques¬ 
tion Baranski-Walker 
poses: Is the cause 
we may fight for in the 
Middle East worth the 
life of your son, my 
daughter, a father, a 
brother, a sister? 

Are we mov ing toward 
war with a foreign policy 
dependent upon con¬ 
vincing Hussein that only 
by making war imminent 
can war be avoided? 
Ultimately, can we make 
other governments do 
what we want them to 
do? In trying, does 
the process hurt us? How 
responsible is any one 
nation for inforcing order 
in the world? What can 
history teach us? 

These and many other 
questions await oui 
answers — or, if not, 
at least our pondering. 
It’s time to start a 
dialogue with neighbors. 
It’s time — dove or 
hawk — to light a candle 
(or place a light) in our 
windows.

were also included in the list: areas and start points v 
of previous fires, floods and mudslides, trails, his¬ 
toric structures and debris basins. I 

All of those would have to be considered in 
Conditional Use Permit (CUP) review. ‘ 

The new ordinance would allow somewhere in t 
the order of 80 to 100 homes, compared to the Plan- ' 
ning Commission’s No. 1054 which would have 
allowed some 85 homes, or the council’s No. 1062 < 

which would have accommodated over 200 homes. 

The Planning Commission recommended addi¬ 
tion of four Development Standards, including a 
mandatory 35-foot front yard setback and minimum 
20-foot setback from any property line, both subject 
to CUP review . 

Lot widths were set at 100 feet at the chord 
line and setbacks were mandated as being equal on 
both street fronts and corner sites. 

The commission also recommended inclu¬ 
sion of the requirements of the recently adopted lot 
coverage ordinance: 40 percent for one story siruc- 
taic'-. ' I! pet cent for two storv structures and 30 
percent lor tirst and second story additions. 

In addition, it specified that “cut and till in 
excess of 2000 cubic yards must be demonstrated 
by good cause.” 

Ted Willis, representative of the Willis Estate 
who served on the Hillside Task Force, said that 
he was happy with the proposed ordinance, but lelt 
that the Planning Commission's additions were 

more applicable to flatland areas. 

Broilcs was unhappy with the 35-foot front 

yard setback. “You couldn’t create a building site 
with a 35-foot front yard without moving more 
than 2000 cubic yards," he said. “This is not con¬ 
sistent with the objectives we were alter primarily 
minimizing of grading." 

Caroline Brown of the Hillside Coalition and 
another fa->k Force member, stated that she w;t> un¬ 
sure how the Planning Commission's additions 
might translate to the proposed ordinance. She also 
stated that she was happy with the work ot the Task

workable. 

“1 would like to see it adopted as soon as 
possible so we can put this issue to rest, she stated.

She noted that her losses alone came “to six 
figures and every day compounds the loss.” 

Fred Crockett, one of the other owners, also 
stressed that, in his opinion, the city has tried to be 
helpful. 

Unfortunately, the plans were apparently lost 
by the outside company hired to do the plan 
check, which helped to create the situation leading to 
undue delay in approval. 

C rockett also noted that this is the citv’s 
first CRA project and stated that the maximum of 
CRA participation would be in the order of helping 
to lower interest rates on construction loans and 
aid with “soft costs” such as sewers, etc. 

“AH the rest, the loans themselves, would be 


through outside lenders,” he said, “but it we can 
put it together, 1 think it is going to be great — a 
win-win-win for downtown Sierra Madre.” 

Plans for the three structures call tor two 
stories and approximately 2500 square feet per build¬ 
ing, or a total of 7500 square feet. 

Both Elliott and Crocker have been negotiating 
with their insurance companies for extensions be¬ 
yond the one-year limitation for construction to 
begin after loss. Elliott has succeeded in obtaining a 
90-day extension. 

That places the absolute deadline lor com¬ 
mencement, with all approvals, agreements and 
negotiations signed, sealed and delivered, at the 
beginning of March.

Caucasians exceed Asians in 
Arcadia School System 


Ethnic enrollment in¬ 
formation which was 
released last month indi¬ 
cates that white Cauca¬ 
sian population in Arca¬ 
dia schools is no longer 
the majority. 

White students (4003 
in number) account for 
49.8 percent of the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District’s 8039 enroll¬ 
ment, down from 54 per¬ 
cent just last year. 

Except for the black 
population, all other eth¬ 
nic groups counted had 
increased over last year’s 
numbers. With 3134 stu¬ 


dents, the Asians 
accounted for 39 per¬ 
cent, compared to 
35.6 percent in 1989 
and 25 percent in 1986. 

Other ethnic groups 
represented include one 
American Indian 
Alaskan native, 46 (.6 
percent) Pacific Islanders; 
30 (.4 percent) Filipino; 
767 (9.5 percent) His¬ 
panic and 58 (.7 percent) 
black.

at the junior high
